**The electoral college is a popular vote system,” Kir- 


‘The crucial difference is that the vote is col- 
lected state by state rather than nationally."’ 

The electoral college works this way: ; 

‘Each state is allowed as many electoral votes as they 
have House and Senate representatives.. For Nebraska, 
that works out to five electoral votes (two senators plus 
three pepreesiitatives) for California the number is 47.
